The ‘New’ Concept

In formulatin 9 a new committee to revitaliie the city 
ima 9 e. I thou 9 ht I wa» creatin 9 somethin 9 new to the city. 
However, I discovered I am about 70 years too late. 

The followin 9 aicerpts were found in the archives of 
the Historical Society: 

Sierra Madre News, Oct. 18, 1906, by Editor E. T. 
Cowles, the Town kautiful articles: 

"We need awal[enin 9 of civic pyide, but nothin 9 
worthwhile will ever be accomplished until the com¬ 
munity as a whole pulls together, each one seeking 
to do his (or her) part in realizing the town beautiful." 

Sierra Madre News, Jan. 10, 1907, by Editor E. T. 
Cowles, the Town Beautiful articles: 

"A town that never has anything to do in a public 
way is on the way to the cemetery. Any citizen who 
will do nothino for his town is helping to dig the 
grave; a man that curses the town furnishes the coffin. 

After discovering these items, I must admit that my 
inspiration was only a repeat of what has gone on before, 
but is not outmoded in its concept. 

We are at the stage of needing this sa^me program 
reinstalled to bring our city to a new "image. 

I am sure that every citizen in the community wants 
to be able, when asked where he lives, to reply by saying, 
"I live in one of the most well-kept cities along the Foothills 
of the San Gabriel Mountains." 
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When It rome.s lo law en- 
fciroement. Sierra Madreans 
have never been ones to "let 
Georg(‘ do it.” 

Over the veal's, i-esidents 
have taken a lot upon them¬ 
selves to keep the peace. 
Sometimes they have t.-i Ik, 
prodded into rallying on be¬ 
half of protecting life and 
property. But the i-esnlts are 
usually effective. 

I mention this at a time 
when the Sierra Madre Police 
Department is attempting to 
interest the citizenry in 
“Neighborhood Watch" and 
other self • help protective 
groupis. A larger-than-normal 
number of burglaries -and 
thefts were noted in January 
and February. 

One incident in Sierra Ma- 
dre’s past says a great deal 
about the character of the 
city’s criminal element and 
attitude toward law enforce¬ 
ment. The account, which 
took place on an afternoon 
in the late 1880s, was told by 
the victim, in the book. "An¬ 
nals of Early Sierra Madre." 

I shall call it the "Con 
frontation of the Lady and 
the ’Tramp.” 

Clymana Hosmer, wife of 
the respected politician and 
School Board Trustee Na¬ 
than H. Hosmer, was driving 
her buckboard alone into 
town from Pasad.ena when 
she was stopped in the mid¬ 
dle of the dirt road by a 
man she de;)cribed as a 
tramp. 'He had a revolver in 
his hand and a.sked me if T 
had any money. I said, ‘Not 
a darned cent!’ I took the 
buggy whip and was going 


to strike him in the face. 

"Ho kindly faded away. 
After it was over, T 
screamed ’’ 

Mrs. Hosmer went on to 
say that within a week, she 
was brave enough to go to 
Pasadena alcne again. 

Her fortitude and the lack 
of .sophisticated criminalism 
by the assailant mark mucii 
of Sierra Modre’s hlstorv. 
'There has never been a ma¬ 
jor crime wave, to speak of. 
And what trouble there has 
been has often been thwartcut 
with the help of volunhvr 
efforts. 

"The city has iMJComc re¬ 
cognized as exceptionally 
peaceful and law - abiding," 
noted the late Charles W. 
Jones, first mayor of Sierra 
Madre. 

Bill Betts, eurront polie.' 
chief, prefers to tisc the 
phrase, "rather peacef u 1.’’ 
His city force is not idle. 

For example, the weekly 
‘•Police Blotter” in the Sierra 
Madre News in mid Febru 
ary cited It burglaries t- 
homes, yards and autos. 
There were two arrests of 
persons driving under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol. The 
"Police Blotter” listed three 
minor traffic accidents, one 
tire slashing and a report by 
two persons who were swb- 
jected to Indecent ex|K)suro 
by a stranger. 

‘‘The numbei of incident.-s 
lappears to be going iin this 
iyear," Betts reports. ‘‘B.'jt 
there haven’t been as many 
major crimes as before. The 
late Sixties and e»rly Seven¬ 
ties were noted for a lot of 
drug-related crimes, especial¬ 
ly in Sierra Madre Canyoji. 
'Die trend today aeems to be 
burglaries Involving jewelry 
art over the city.” 

Betts says Sierra Madre is 
"off the beaten path” for 
criminal organizations. "Oir 
foothill:! area l.s a .suburban 
bedroom, end that make.s 
our homos attractive to biirg- 
lai-s. But we’ve never had 
many crimes invul'clnp vie. 
lonce.” 

During ihe 25-ycar span

Finally, in 1906, the volun- 
te«'r Sierra Madre Develop¬ 
ment Association named two 
wardens to supervise the 
first security measures: pre¬ 
venting damage to street 
signs and protecting chil¬

Even when the city was 
incorporated a year later, 
police duties wore considered 
a part-tline activity. Wiliam 
Caley was appoint^ tax col- 
krotor, street and building in¬ 
spector and marshal. 

Kis embryo ’’depaitment" 
consisted of a roll-.top desk in 
the cereer of the ona-room 
city hall In Kcrstlng Build¬ 
ing. A portable steel jail cell 
was out back. A police ‘‘toi'r- 
Ing car" came years later. 

Until drug-related crimes 
surfaced 15 years ago, the 
’’criminal" activity receiving 
the most law enforcement at- 
tention Involved a pack of 
burros. 

In 1910, Charles E. Chan¬ 
try adveitised his mountain 
expeditions by taking his 
burros to the center of town 
to greet potential customers. 
The City Council passed a 
tew forbidding the standing 
of bvrros in the civic square. 

Chantry — for whom th^" 
“flats” in Santa Anita Can¬ 
yon are named — tempor¬ 
arily outsmarted the public 
caretakers by placing his 
shagg.v animals on little 
wooden carts with small 
rollers and •A'hecling them 
into town to keep them ’’off 
the ground.” 

So began the first of the 
“Burro Wars,” which lasted 
off and on until 1920. 

Today, Sierra Madre’s pro¬ 
tection .system survlve.s to a 
great extent on the strength 
cif its civilian units — the 
Volunteer Fire Department, 
the Search and Rescue Team 
and the Police Reserves. 

The ,30 year-old rescue unit 
has tlie equipment (a heli¬ 
copter and blocdhounds) and 
the reputation (missions as 
far away as New York State 
and Baja California) to draw 
the envy of any comparable 
government protection serv¬ 
ice. 

The IT-member Police De¬ 
partment is augmented by 
the 12-mcmber Police Re¬ 
serves, whtch logged 785P 
hours In 1990. m^'s* of It or 
patrol. 

The first "Neighborhood 
Watch” effort, two years ago 
in the northwest comer of 
Sierra Madre, riMluced burg¬ 
laries in that area to “prac- 
.tically zero,” r.ays Betts. His 
department feels that other 
crime-alert volunteer efforts 
will work again. 

Betts is cautiorusly ootiml-s- 
tic about forming s!icccssful 
“Neighborhood Watch” units 
again. "It’s hard to make a 
lot of people aware of the 
burglarv problem.” 

Should his departm e n ♦ 
have diffloilty drumming up 
volunteer interest, it can al 
ways recite the story of the 
‘Lady and the Tramp.”
